The drawings for the new academy, upon which
Mr. J. H. Winidrum 8 now engaged, wil be finished
by the 20th [onstant. The proposed strocture will
have a frontage of 150 feel on Race stroet, wrd o0
feet on Ninetoentl street. It will afford three tines
the accommodation of the pressnt bullding on
Broad street, It will have 8 busement, and rise to
the Bedght of two stories nbove, The lower story, to
be clrojed by one gallery, will serve as the Wbhrary of
the lnstitution; the upper, to be clrelod by two gal-
‘eries, will be the musenm. The lbrary will e
o) by 134 feet. ‘The spuce below the gallery
will be divided Into Afteen or twanty stnall rooms (ot
the purpose of study, the remalinder of the ground
floor belng occupled by apurtioents forgartists and
the cnrators, and rooms for the society's publici-
slons, Thero will also be & printing oifce and book-
bindery on this foor, together with every appllanoe
forstady, As mentioped, the second foor, with (ts
goalierics, will hold the museum. 1t will be excollontly
well lighted by tall windows reaching from the floor
to the colling np past all the galleries without a
break, OfF these windows there will he forty.

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OBITUARY.

Francis I. A. Boole,

Franels 1. A, Boole, s0 well known some years
since a8 a prominent Democratle politican in
New York clty, dled at half-past 8 o clock yester-
day morning, at the Lunatle Asylum in Utlea, of
soltening of the brain,

Mr, Boole's advent as an office-holder was ns
Councilman for a district located in the Eleventh
ward, IHe was subsequently elected Alderman
from the same ward, und afterwards held the
pesition of City Inspecior.  While holding this
lugt position he was neminated by Tammany
lall us n candidate for Mayor. The Republl-
cans  nominated Orlson  Blunt, while the
Union Demoeracy and the MeKeone portion of
that party nominated C. Godirey Gunther. The
contest was one of the most exciting ever expe-
rieneed in o Mayoralty clection in this elty. Al-
most every one except the seleet few who were
well posted on the inoer workings of the wire-
pullers expected that Mr, Boole would be
clected by a large majority, and that Mr.
Gunther wounld be the last man in the race,
aud very lorge amounts, at great odds, were

bet by wany of these sanguine individuals,
and won by those  who were “‘posted,”
and who were morally ecertain that Gun-

ther wasto be the winning muan.  When the
vates were counted they stood abont as fol-
lows:—Gunther, 25000; Blunt, 14,000; and Boole,
19,000, Although Mr. Boole was nominuted by
Tammany he was also ostensibly supported by
Mozart: but he received very little i, any, sup-
port from Mozart, Mr. Fernando Wood having
refused o speak ot the meeting ealled to ratify
his nomination, and s report having gained
eround amonyg the Celtic tollowers of Mozart
Hull that Mr. Boole was an Eoglishman,
and held the same views on the negro ques-

tion a2 Lis brother, Rev. Mr. Boole, 4 noted
abolitionist On the other hand the Ger-
mans, en wmasgqe, rallied o the  support

of Gunther, who also doubtless received o large
Mozart vote and a small pos on of the Tam-
many, und thus I8 expluined the reasons why
Mr, Gunther did what no other Democrat but
Mr. Fernando Wood ever did, beat the Tam-
many eandidate for Mavor. Shortly afterwards
Mr. Baole's popularity had ran down almost to
zera, and he was leglslated out of office a8 City
Inspector, the Board of Health, which was then
created, having assumed the duties and powers
n|rl.lt:rl.'|'min': to the City Inspector's department.

Mr. Boole, from the effects of disappointed
ambition und dissipated habits, soon became nn-
sound in mwind, and was placed in the Bloomine-
dale Lunutie Asyvium, where he remained until
recently, when he was sent to the asylum in
Utlea.  Mr, Boole leaves n wile and two rown
ulﬁl danghters, Mr. Charles K. Loow, Couuty
Clerk, and Mrs. Boole started for Utien yestor-
dav, nnd will bring on the remalns of Mr, Boole
to this elty wo~day. Mr, Georee W, Roome, the
